July, at Pacific Grove Retreat, on the 
shores of the Bay of Monterey. This 
assembly consists of the Pacific mem- 
bers of the great army known through- 
out the country as the Chautauqua 
Literary and Scientific Circle, and 
whose eastern. branches are now 
gathered at Chavtauqua, N. Y., on the 
shores of the beautiful lake of that 
name, their thoughts and intellect and 
purposes in sympathy with those who 
are congregated at Pacific Grove Re- 
treat. Thirty-five thousand members 
of this.circle send greétings across the 
continent to the Chautauquans of Cal- 
ifornia now gathered at Monterey. 
“Perhaps some of the readers of the 
‘Times may not be familiar with the 
plan and purpose of the Chautauqua 
Literary and Scientific Circle (C. L. 
S. C.) This organization, which is 
really a national college, was fully or-.

The Horrors of the Passage in the 


Ship “ Nile.’ 
Un-the Soil of Old England at last—in the 
Hands of the Customs Authorities 
and a Live “ Jook”’—First 
Impressions, 


[EXTRACTS FROM A PRIVATE LETTER. | 


SourHamprTon, May 14, 1883.—Now 
that Iam on shore, I dare tell the 
horrors of our dungeon and the terrors 
of our sea voyage in the ship Nile. I 
was not only unable, but afraid to 
mention the subject while afloat, for 
the angry waves leaped up on our ship 
lke so many sharks. turning up their 
eager mouths and their white bellies, 
and I am sure if I had mentioned my 
feelings aloud they would have seized 
me. As,it was, these same waves fol- 
lowed us all the way. I knew them 
individually. There was one with the 
habit of a peculiar lash to his tail, and 
another who always rolled over in a 
peculiar, sullen, ugly fashion; another 
turned up the whites of his eyes 
whenever he caught sight of me. Oné 
cf them jumped up at me once as [ 
was walking the deck, the horrid oc- 
topus that he was, and put his clammy 
salt fingers on me before I could re- 
treat. So I generally lay down ona 
sofa uncer .deck, and the thought of 
these distressing creatures would haunt 
me so that I had a perpetual head- 
ache. Thus I was unable to eat the 


profusion of meat that was three 
times/a day set before me; in fact, our 
food was 6n this side chiefly soup, al- 
ways out of the game hogshead, only 


|the name on the bill of fare changed 


from ‘‘ gravy soup”’ to ox tail’, then 
to ‘mock turtle,” and soon, with the 
same names changed into bogus 
Fiench. The butter was horrid, the 
biscuits were mouldy, the bread was 
uneatable—even sardines, olives, tea, 
coffee, orange marmalade-—all had 
the same flavor, and even icé was re- 
volting. 

As I say, I never let even the wife 
of my bosorn suspect the dread condi- 
tion I was in, lest the wild waves 
might hear me, for I heard them con- 
tinually saying, “Slap in on him,” 
‘Roll on him,” ‘‘Mash him,” and if T 
had even hinted at my pitiable condi- 
tion and how I hated the sea, they 
wou'd have swallowed me up. . So this 
poor man did not cry out nor wail. I 
am sure St. John must have been as 
sea-sick almost as I was, for in his vis- 
ion of the happy fature he says most 
suggestively, and in words most com- 
forting to my mind, that there will be 
no more sea. Ah! that 1s a true elysi- 
um—no sea, no ships and no sea-sick- 
ness; but we will be like the angels, 
going about on wings. To think of a 
decent family, man and wife, being 
crowded into a closet, with narrow 
shelves to sleep in; _ then to 
think of being first stood 
upon one’s’. head, then rolled 
over on one’s’. back, stood 
up on end, then twisted and twirled 
like  Muybridge horse. Well, I never 
mentioned or alluded in the most dis- 
tant manner to my disturbed cond1- 
tion, but suffered in silence with a 
bursting head, and a ghastly smile on 
my countenance. . Reading, writing 
and games were alike impossible, and 
so I suffered these last forty-four days 
and only to-day revealed to my fam- 
ily the agony I have endured. But it 
is all over, and I now only have to 
cross the channel once and then sail 
across from Havre, never, no never, to 
go to sea again! 

Well, we came into Plymonth har- 
bor, saw Eddystone Light, sailed into 
Cherbourg harbor by 120 *clock yes 

terday. This open roadstead is pro- 
tected by a mole said to be four miles 
long (but which is safely within two 

miles), and crowned with forts and 
guns along the wall. 

This mole stretches along in front of 
the town, and perhaps three miles dis- 
tant from the furthest point. Being 
open at both ends, the harbor is not in 
danger of being silted with sand, as 
the tide has free flow in and out. But 
it was the view of the little strips of 
land, paititioned off from each other 
by live fences, that gave us the con- 
viction that it was France we gazed 
at. And it was so strange, too, to see 
the island of Alderny, not, perhaps, 
four miles from this coast of Brittany— 
a reminder of the times when the 
kings of this country were in reality 
kings of Great Britain, France, etc. 
Then, too, they say that Germany is 
still nearer to the main land and quite 
around the corner, clear out of the 
line of nny direct sight or line from 
England. 

Wesailed out from Cherbourg by 1 
o'clock, after delivering our 
mails and _ passengers to a 
cockle shell tug boat. By 6 
o'clock we came in sight of the 
Isle of Wight, which gradually devel- 
oped into chalk cliffs, and then again 
as we rounded its eastern point the 
celebrated™ Needles—peaks of rocks 
that extend into the ocean. The 
smiling downs dawned on us, and for 
the first time I began to feel as 1f I 
would like to gush forth into poetry 
and sentiment. But I could not pump 
up any poetry, and sentiment flowed 
ratherjmuddily, and I gave up the job. 
When we came in sight of Cowes 
and Osborne their lamps shone bright 
fourth pilot came aboard./ We took 
one for Plymouth, one for the Chan- 
nel, and one for Cherbourg, and this.

TWO NOTABLE ORATIONS. 


Wise, Sound and Patriotic Utter- 
ances on the Fuvurth. 


At the Santa Barbara celebration of 


the Fourth of July, two addresses. 
“were delivered—one the opening ad- 


dress by Judge Charles Fernald, May- 
or of the city, the other by Judge E. 
B. Hall, the orator of the day—which 
strike us as among the very best out- 
givings of the kind to be found in all 
the mighty stream of oratory—some 
of it good, much of it bad—on tbat 
day throughout the length and breadth 
of the Republic. The sentiments ut- 
tered by the Santa Barbara speakers 
were sound, elevated, thoughtful and 
true, and they commend themselves 
to every lover of -his country who 
_ would not make himself blind to her 
faults nor shut his eyes to the dangers 
which beset her career. We make 
room for the closing paragraphs of 
Judge Fernald’s speech : © 
Scholars, colleges, the pulpit, the 
bar, and all the reformatory agencics 
in American life must ‘espouse the 
‘cause of government by the pcople 
and for the people. ‘he work of the 
missionary socicties must be done at 
home; help to purify and elevate the 
administration .of public trusts and se- 
cure an honorable magistracy. The 
grade must be ever upward’ in a re 
Two hundred years ago Algernon 
Sydney said: “ Nations, havea right 
to make their own laws afd to consti- 


tute theirown magistrates, and such | 


as are constituted owe an account of 
their actions to those by whom and 


_for whom they were elected.” 


This is the fundamental pringiple of 
our declaration, and our republic 1s 
the development of this political 
philosophy. This principle implies 
‘intelligence and pure patriotism, 
without which it cannot long endure. 
It will survive as long as we are 
‘worthy of it; and-no longer. 

Unpunished crime, violation 
rights of property, corruption in pub- 
lic office, and communism are used as 
arguments in favor of despotism, 


‘which is but the unifying of all these 


crimes in one and calling it “The 
State.” 
It'.is now time to add a new para- 


graph to our declaration to meet a new: 


emergency. It is time now to -say to 
the immigrant from whatever land he 
comes, On granting asylum or confer- 
ing the great privileges of citizenship 
of the Republic: As you have’ left 


your native land, so leave your politi- 


cal animosities behind you. This is 
not a land of political conspiracies, 
nor is it to be made the battle ground 
upon which to settle your foreign 
issues. , 

And yet another. The _ political 
power of the-republic shall not be 
delegated to, nor its Gomain and legiti- 
mate revenues squandered on Hrivate 
corporations, giving them the means 
of controlling State‘ and National 
governments. Do this; make life and 
property secure; punish crime, make 
peculation in office high treason, and 
doubting, covert imperialism will wait 
in. vain to see the failure of the Re- 


public in America. 


From Judge Hall's admirable oration 
we quote the following bold and timely 
utterances: 
We must remember we have barely 
passed the first century mile-stone of 
our national ‘existence. Nations be- 
fore us have risen to power and domin- 
ion with equal, if not with greater 
rapidity, and have waintaimed their 
supremacy longer than has our young 
republic, but which are now known 
only in the annals of history. 
Revolutions, the rise and fall of na- 


» tions and empires, have ever formed 
~ the great chain and current of tradi- 


and if not eradicated, 


And in this 
connection there are two significant 
facts it is well we bear in mind and 
consider: 

First, that it has never been the for- 
tune of nations attaining great power 
and dominion: to long maintain their 
supremacy, or even nuationaf existence. 
And secbndly, that the downfall and 
destruction of such governments and 
nations have ever been because of in- 
ternal dissensions, vices and ¢éorrup- 
tions, and not from powers or combi- 
nations from without. And with all 
our attainments, with all that of which 
We are now so justly proud, we find 
remaining germs of evil which tend to 
injustice, oppression corruption, 


ter and destruction. Corrupt mngs 
and combinations for political pur- 
poses are not only organized, and ope- 
rated, but because of an over-lax pub- 


. lic sentiment, are to a lamentable ex- 


tent tolerated. High and responsible 
positions of trust and confiaence ate 
purchased by corrupt bargains or by 


__ the direct use of money or its equiva- 


lent, and the successful are lauded and 
feted -irrespective of the means by 
which they have attained position. 

Power and place are purchased in 
the market, and the price paid is re- 
imbursed by official peculations and 
frauds. | 

The unwary and confiding voter is 
befogged and carried by the guile and 
power of party machinery, in the in. 


. terest of demagogues, presented for 


their support through wiles and 
schemes to which the worthy and 
competent and their supporters can- 
not descend. | 

The wheels of justice are: clogged, 
andthe execution of just and neces- 
sary laws is thwarted and defeated by 
a cowardly subservience to wealth and 

sition, and a maudiin sentimental- 
ity that would make of the felon a 
hero, and of the demon a demigod. 

That rascaily virtue of mere policy 
rises supreme above principle, and 
the great parties of the country bow 
in humble submission to the demand 
of corrupt combinations, assuming, 
by the balance of power, to dictate 
in their own interest, the policy, the 
laws, their construction and execu- 
tion, for the whole people. 

These things strike at the very foun- 
dations of society and good govern- 
ment, and so long as they exist, so long 
as the spiritof gin dominates over the 
spirit of patriotism, so long as the 
use of ill-gotten gain is a potent ele- 
ment in our legislation and the execu- 


_-tion of our laws, so long 4s our Gov- 


ernment—State vr National—can be 
administered in any interest save that 
of the whole people, so long is our 
- ghip of State in perilous waters. Evils 
exist, and will continue to exist, until 
the ushering in of the millenium—the 
presence and glory of which is cer- 
tainly not yet manifest. But they are 
not observant who insist that the 
former were better than the latter days.
